FROM EARTHLY STAGE 
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STUART ROBSON AS OLIVER GOL DSMITH. 
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amous Comedian Expires Suddenly at Hotel Savoy 


in New York--He Was 67 Years Old and Had 
' Been on the Stage 51 Years. 


New York, April 29.—Stuart Robson, 
the veteran comedian, died tonight of 
heart disease at the Hotel Savoy. He 
was 67 years old, and had been on the 
Stage for fifty-one years. 

Mr. Robson was taken ill early in 
March and was obliged to rest com- 
pletely for two weeks, He resumed his 
engagement on March 19, and after piay- 
ing in New York and Brooklyn, appear- 
ed in various towns in the upper part 
mf this state. 

Acfew days ago he was taken ill ip 


Auburn, WN. ¥:, and‘then was brought to 


this.city. .The Joferment will take place. 


at Cohasset, Mass., on Friday. 

At his bedside were his wife, his young 
fon, Stuart, and his daughter, Mrs. Mor- 
ton 8. Crehore, of Cohasset, Mass., who, 
hastily summoned, arrived only a few 
minutes before her father breathed his 
last. ; 

Mr. Robson had been in poor health 
On Saturday nighi, 
while playing in Auburn, N. Y., in “A 
Comedy ‘of Errors,’’ he was taken se- 
riously ill, and on Monday morning he 
Was removed to the Hote] Savoy. 

His wife and physicians have since 
been in most constant attendance upon 
him. The immediate cause of his death 
was angina pectoris. 

Mr. Robson was born March 4, 1836. 
He had been on the stage for one year 
more than a half century, and in his 
time played many parts—more parts, 
probably. than any actor who survives 
him. He was born in Annapolis, Md.,

and in his boyhood moved to Baltimore. 
There his playmates were Edwin Booth, 
John Wilkes Booth, John Sleeper Clark 
and A. P. Gorman. 

in this little coterie anj/early genius 
for the stage displayed itself. Stuart 
Robson and Arthur Pugh Gorman ran 
away from home to Washington. There 
Gorman became a page in the United 
States senate, Robson a page in the house 
of representatives. 

After two years as a page, Stuart Rob- 
son returned to Raltimore. There he 
joined a company at the Baltimore muse- 
um which played “‘Unele Tom's Cabin” 
as it is. In him:play: ye Rebgson had 
a tragic role. Everyb him he was 
to turn to comedy. He had the good 
sense to take thejr advice. : ee 

Perhaps his best-known itmpérsonation 
was that of Bertie, the Lamb, in ‘The 
Henrietta,” a role which he enacted more 
than 3,000 tines. 

To the youngest generation of playgo- 
ers Mr. Robson was best known as the 
Dromo of Syracuse in “The Comedy of 
Errors.”’ 

Mr. Robson went abroad in 1870 with the 
late Cherles R. Thorne. 

Mr. Robson formed his famous combina- 
tion with Wit¥iam H. Crane in 1884, and 
they played successfully all over the 
United States in “Our Boarding House,’’ 
“Sharps and Flats” and ‘‘The Comedy of 
Errors.”’ ' 

Of all Mr. Robson’s Shakespearian char- 
acters outside of Dromie, the best-known 
were Sir Andrew Aguechek and Bottom, 
the Weaver. After he dissolved yartner- 
shi with Mr. Grane he apfeared in “She 
Stoops to Conquer,” “‘The Jaclins,’’ ‘‘The 
Meddlers’” and “Oliver Goldsmith,” and 
produced “The Gaafly.” of these the 
most successful was “Oliver Goldsmith.”’ 


SEABOARD DEAL 
IS COMPLETED 


Through Trains to Birming- 
ham and Atlanta from 
Chattanooga, 


Chattanooga, Tenn., April 29.—(Special.) 
The Seaboard Air Line and the Chatta- 
nooga Southern, railway have completed 
negotiations by which the Seaboard will 
operate freight and passenger trains inte 
Chattanooga. It is generally known that 
the Seaboard is building from Birming- 
ham to Pell City, Ala., a distance of about 
2% miles, and from Atlanta to Cedartown, 
Ga., a distance of 50 miles. With the East 
and West road, recently acquired by thent? 
running between Pell City and Cedar- 
town, they now have a through line to 
Birmingham and will be operating pas- 
senger trains over it by January 1, 1904. 

The East and West crosses the state 
of Alabama only 14 miles below Gadsden. 
To Gadsden the Chattanooga Southern 
bas a line almost free from grades and 
running as direct as any air line in the 
south.

Rome, April 29.—The itis of England 
today reviewed twenty4five thousand Ital- 
ian troops and paid a visit to the pope. 
The review was ap imposing spectacle. 
The troops wete afsémbled on the parade 
greund. Splendid weather contributed to 
the’ brilliancy of -te .acetie. 

King Edward jéft the British em Sassy 
for. the vatican -duriig- the afternoon in a 
closed carriage, aceempanied by Colonei 
Lamb, the British. military attaches, and 
followed by another carriage. containing 
the members of his suite. The king were 
a field marshal uniform. He had no es- 
cort except some policemen in plain 
clothes and no troops lined the strceeis 
in contrast with what was done At the 
time of Emperor William's visit to the 
pope. People gavhered On the streets and 
looked on with cufiosity. but they ab- 
stained from any. demonstration. 

It was also remarked that contrary to 
the. usual etiquetté, King Edward did 
not lunch at the Brifish embagsy,: but 
had luncheon at the‘ qnpirinal; and after 
a brief stop at the embassy, drove to the 
vatican. Thus far did King Edward give 
way to the vatican res. The carfage 
in which King Edward drove to the vat- 
ican did not belong to;the quirinal. as a 
carriage of the king Of Italy could not 


gu within the precinets of the apostolic 
palace, 


Reception at Vatican. 

The vatican is perhaps the ceremonious 
court of Europe. It & undoubtedly one 
of the most.picturesque, and all costumes 
worn. there are of médeval times. 

As King Edwards ¢arriage, at twenty 
minutes past 4, entefed the court of San 
Damaso, surrounded: by the well-knewn 
logxie of Raphael, and which Has hren 
trodden by the .: of every soverddgn 
who: visited Rome, With, the exception of 
‘he presént phah of Persia. hiw majesty 
was saluted by a-batta'ion of the Palatine 
guards in full-unlfer bo was giten 
on the drumheads as no 
as there “are"no” papad? bands. 

When the royal party reached the grand 
staircase leading to.the papal apartment, 
King Edward was greeted by the’ Marquis 
Sacchetti, who acted for Prince Ruspolli, 
the introducer of sovereigns, who is ill; 
Monsignor-Merry del Val and ‘Prince An- 
tici-Mattel. .At the upper landing there 
Was grouped in imposing array a number 
of other ecclesiastics, who formed a char- 
acteristic and magnificent assembly. Be- 
hind this giwup, attired in brilliant uni 
forms, were the Knights of the Cape and 
Chamberlains in black velvet breeches, 
blouses With stiff white ruffs and gor- 
geously jeweled chains about their necks, 
giving a touch of brilliant color to the 
scene, 

King Edward addressed a few words of 
kindly ‘thanks in return for the hearty 
greetings offered him. Upon arriving be- 
fore the private apartment of the pope, 
the noble guard rendered military honors 


to the British sovereign. 
His Holiness Shakes Hands. 


At thé conclusion of this ceremony the 
deor of the pope’s apartment was imme- 
diately opened and the aged pontiff was 
revealed standing at the threshold. His 
hand was extended awaiting his guest. 
His holiness was dressed in robes of 
white and a red velvet cape bordered with 
ermine, Even King Edward paused a 
moment updn sééing the pontiff in his 
white garments... The pope’s face was 
the color of ivory; but he moved without 
aid and with no apparent difficulty. From 
his person there seemed to emanate sen- 


timents of betievolemce and spirituality. 
The king and the head of the church 
clasped hands and exchanged a few words 
in French. King Edward passed within 
the papal apartment, the door was closed 
and thé pope and his guest was left 
alone. , 

King Béward remained with the pontiff 
for. twénty minutes. A bell was then 
rung and King Edward's suite was ad- 
mitted and preserited to the pope. This 
little ceramony seemed to please the pope 
immensely. . At its conclusion King Ed- 
ward ‘took his leave, the pope crossing 
the room at his side and saying bis last 
words. at the door. 

From -the vatican King Edward passed 
through the piazza of St. Peter, where he 
was warmly greeted in English by a*num- 
ber of Scotch pligrims now in Rome. 
who shouted “Hurrah for the King.” 
Had King Edward looked up at that mo- 
ment hé would have seen a figure in a 
window of the second story of the paj- 
ate; it was Pope Leo. 

Contrasted with the British sovereign, 
who stood below in the sunlight and the 
center of the animation of the ingnense 
plaza, the solitary white figure in the 
palace window seemed to further the idea 
of the pope as a prisoner. PMistead of 
returning to the British enrbassy, fhe 
king drove directly to the quirinal. 

Kaiser Prepares for Rome Visit. 

Bertin, April 29.—A train load of Em- 
peror William's horses and equipages 
left here for Rome today, so that the 
empéror when calling on the pope need 
not use a carriage of King Victor Em- 
mativel, whose liveries have not yet been 
seen inside the papal precincts. As the 
emperor had to send one royal vehicle, 
he concluded to send two, with each 
coach horses, three saddle horses and 
twenty coachmen, grooms and hestlers.

Mr. Simmons was asked last night if it 
could be stated positively that Atlanta 
would have another long-distance con- 
nection in the near future, and he re- 
plied that it could and that the service 
would be first-class in every particular. 

When asked if. his company, the Stand- 
ard, had any connection. with the conm- 
pany which is seeking this charter, he 
said that he knew nothing about the new 
company,gbut added that the Standard 
would be glad to furnish’ them service at 
this pkice. 

The capital stock of the American Tel- 
egraph and Telepbone Company is giver 
at $25,007 in the application for charter, 
but it is understood that there is ample 
capital behind the new enterprise.

Jistice Takes. Gambling Property 
from: Police, 


Police, Detectives, Bailiffs, Solicitors 
and Lawyers Interested in Fight 
Over Trunk Containing 
Cards, Dice, Etc. Be- 
longing to Man. 


Police, city detectives, justice court 
bailiffs, city court solicitors and lawyers 
are engaged in a lively and interesting 
fight over a trunk containing a lot of 
gambling paraphernalia. The trunk was 


| hauled around yesterday until it finally 


landed at the court house, where it rests 
under a writ of “‘subpoena duces tecum.” 

The trunk was captured by city detec- 
tives Tuesday night in a room on the top 
floor of the Healey building, corner of 
Peachtree and Marietta streets, when 
seven white men were arrested on tlie 
charge of gambling. It was said to be the 
property of Henry Brady, the alleged 
owner of the room where the arrests 
were made. 

The men arrestee were: Chs, Chisoim. 
Henry Brady, R. H. Borders, Spurge Sili- 
vey, W. H. Barbour, Jeff Harbin and J. 
B. Woods. The detectives state that 
they heard chips rattling and when they 
gained admission to the room they found 
a new deck of cards torn wp and thrown 
into a spittoon. The trunk was in the 
room and was locked. It was taken to 
the police barracks with the seven men, 
where it was opened and found to contain 
a lot of cards, dice, poker chips and oil- 
cloths, such as are used for shooting 
craps. 

The prisoners gave bond and the police 
in the city 
court as evidence. 

Yesterday morning Brady, through his 
attorney, E. V. Carter, took out a pos- 
sessory warrant for the trunk in Justice 
Bloodworth’'s court. 

Supreme Court Is Cited. 

Yesterday afternoon the warrant was 
heard and Assistant City Attorney W. 
P. Hill represented the police. The case 
of Naily vs. Connolly was cited. Con- 
nolly, then chief of police, held gam- 
bling outfits for evidence and an effort 
was made to get them under a possessory 
warrant. The supreme court decided in 
Connolly's favor. 

Justice Bloodworth held that under the 
evidence in this case there was nothing 
to show that the contents of the trunk 
had been used for gaming purposes and 
Brady had not been eonnected with the 
alleged gaming. He decided to let Brady 
have the trunk. 

But ‘before Bailiff Barnes could give 
the trunk tO Brady he was serveii with 
a subpoena duces tecum from the city 
court, and Assistant ‘Solicitor. Corrigan 


took the trunk.and earried it te the 


court house. The subpoena duces .tecum 
is a writ demanding that the trunk and 
contents be a into court as evi- 
deneé. 

The police piesbetont ot say they were 
very much surprised at the decision of 
Justice Bloodworth, 

The fight over the trunk is probably 
not yet ended, and the matter is likely 
to find itself in the supreme court before 
it is finally settied.

Russia’s First Newspaper. 

London Mail: The Russian Press has 
just celebrated the’ two hundredth anni- 
versary of its existence. » The first Rus- 
sian newspaper was The Moskow Wijedo- 
mosti, or, to give it the full title, “‘the 
newspaper of military and other note- 
worthy matters which occur in the do- 
minion of Moscow and the neighboring 
countries.’ 

The czar issued a ukase authorizing the 
foundation of the papér in. the: fniddle of 
December, 1702; the first numper ap- 
peared on January 15, 1708; and 1,000 copies 
were printed. The paper was practically 
the creation of Peter the Great, who oc- 
casionally contributed to it. 

The number dated August 15, 1708, con- 
tains the earliest news about the new 
buildings of St. Petersburg. 

The second oldest paper in Russia is 
The German St. Petersburg Zeitung, of 
which the first number appeared in Jan- 
rary, 1727. 

For the curfent year licenses are in ex- 
istence for the publication of 1070 news- 
papers.. Of these 868 are in Russian, 109 
in Polish, 47 in German, 8 in French, 1 in 
English and the rest in various Russian 

lects. 
Sheatty all of these papers are of very 
recent date. Three-fifths of them are not 
ten years old. In_ St. Petersburg fort y 
have not reached their fifth year. The 
mortality among Russian newspapers is

News Is More Cheering. 

Information from Frank _ later this 
evening is somewhat more reassuring 
than earlier news, in that there now 
seems to be less danger than was at first 
anticipated of an extensive disaster.

There is now plenty of air in the mine 
and the inside workings are intact.

Was Caused by Rock Slide. 


The latest theory as to the cause of 
the disaster is that it was due to a rock 
slide, which carried the top of Turtle 
mountain down on the village.

General Miles has had some expe- 
rience in that line himself. In the 
face of his own record immediately 
after the civil war, it is refreshing, to 
say the least, to see him now berat- 
ing soldiers and officers of our army 
for maltreatment of armed combat- 
ants. : 

Their misconduct must have been 
shocking, indeed, to deserve a repri- 
mand from the man whose chief de- 


‘light thirty-odd years ago was in in- 


venting some new indignity to heap 
upon a helpless prisoner of war. A 
man who so outraged all sense ,of 
the proprieties and so violated all 
rules of civilized warfare as to call 
forth a protest from his superior of- 
ficers and bring the blush of shame 
fo the cheeks of all honorable ene- 
mies of the southland. 

The “water cure” was not known 
when Jefferson Davis was a prisoner 
of war at Fortress Monroe, else does 
any one doubt that the man who, 
without reason and without author- 
ity, placed shackles on this crushed 
and fallen foe would have_ hesitated 
to adopt it as a means of extorting in- 
formation or of further humiliating 
him? 

Outrageous cruelties may -have 
been committed by our troops in the 
Philippines, as General Miles charges. 
If so, those who are guilty should be 
severely punished, as much in the in- 
terests of justice as for the discipline 
of our army .and the vindication of 
our country’s honor. But we confess 
that such charges would come with 
better grace from almost any officer 
of the army other than Nelson A. 
Miles. The people of this country, the 
southern people at least, have not so 
soon forgotten. 

That war is necessarily cruel must 

be admitted. That there was never an 
armed conflict, perhaps, that did not 
develop acts of brutality on both sides 
ig gnerally rocognized. The Philip- 
pine war has been no exception to this 
rule. But/it may, at least, be said for 
it thatit has not yet developeda man 
wearing the uniform of an American 
soldier who has equaled in cold, cal- 
culating, coarse cruelty the conduct of 
Nelson A. Miles at Fortress Monroe. 
To put a proud foe to death is less 
brutal and far braver than to humil- 
iate and insult him as Jefferson Davis 
was humiliated and insulted by the 
man who is now lieutenant general of 
the United States army. 
Whatever may be the sins of our 
army in the Philippines—and they are, 
doubtless, many—Nelson A. Miles 
should be the last man _ to throw 
stones at it.

_ The Latin-American Trade. 
There is much Significance in the 
following extract from a late dispatch 
in The New York Journal of Com- 
merce from its Berlin correspondent: 


The latest statistics of the two first 
months of the present year reveal that 
Germany is steadily losing in the com- 
mercial game in South America as against 
the Unied States and Great Britain. This 
is especially true in Brazil, Venezuela, 
the La Plata States, Colombia and Peru. 
where Germany was sweeping all oppo- 
sition aside but twelve months ago. The 
change is to be ascribed to “Germany’s 
unwise naval policy and characteristic 
aggressiveness, arousing the animosity of 
government authorities and inhabitants. 

Germany is now discovering that 
its naval policy is not a good auxiliary 
to the extension of its trade with South 
America. 

The wonder is that German states- 


manship should have been so astound- 
ingly fatuous as not to have known in 
advance of the experiment that the na- 
val outrages against Venezuela would 
be resented commercially, not alone by 
the latter country, but by common 
Latin-American sentiment. German 
trade will pay a pretty penny for this 
stupid official arrogance, and well it 
deserves to. Great Britain, being in 
the same ‘“‘war boat,” though less ag- 
gressive in its insolence, will share 
a degree of the same penalty with Ger- 
many. 

There never was a greater mistake 
than the popular theory that business 
is cold-blooded and unsentimental, de- 
pendent for its expansion upon the 
survival of the strongest in penny- 
splitting competition. National prej- 
udices influence national imports, and 
such a thing as a tacit national trade 
boycott is not unknown to commercial 
history. Trade has tender corns of 
sentiment not to be boorishly tramped 
upon by diplomacy, and the British- 
German-Italian policy in the Carib- 
bean has had exactly this effect upon 
South American sensibilities. Ger- 
many cannot manufacture goods 
cheaply enough to force them upon 
customers that from prejudice con- 
ceived in a sense of patriotic indigna- 
tion refuse to buy them at all. Of 
course, nothing like a sentimental boy- 
cott exists against Germany among 
the Spanish-Americans in the mass, 
but the prejudice is strong enough to 
demand that the goods of another na- 
tion than Germany be given the pref- 
erence, purchasing conditions being 
anything like equal. In Venezuela it 
is said there is well nigh a universal 
boycott against German manufact- 
ures. 

As The Constitution has before re- 
marked, the American exporter is not 
evincing true yankee shrewdness if he 
does not take advantage of the com- 
mercial good the late German wind 
blew his way. The American Acade- 
my of Political and Social Science is 
trying to discover why American man- 
ufacturers have not cultivated closer 
trade relations with the Latin-Ameri- 
can republics. The reason ought not 
to be far fo seek by discerning stu- 
dents of the relation between the tariff 
and the trusts. The Philadelphia Rec- 
ord gives it succinctly as follows:

that they cannot® afford ‘to ‘waste time 
on peoples wno have been accustomed 
to buy at low prices from German and 
English manufacturers. They can make 


more money by squeezing the people of 


the United States than by competing with 
Europe in South America. It is the Ding- 
ley tariff which starids in the way of 
development of our trade with these 
southern republics and with the world at 
large. 

Just as long as a great majority of the 
American people shall be willing to pay 
an enormous bonus to every industrial 
trust in the form of high prices, which 
are possible because of the Dingley tariff, 
so long will the Latin-American trade 
be absorbed by European manufacturers. 
Not only the American people, but the 
trusts themselvts would be benefited in 
the long run by a modification of the 
tariff, by reciprocity and by the develop- 
ment of a steady foreign demand for our 
products. 

The American people glory in as 


much of an “American invasion” as 
we now have in the foreign markets, 
but they will witness an invasion that 
will sweep the whole world and afford 
relief to the American consumer at 
the same time, just as soon as the 
tariff is readjusted on a rational basis. 
One Day To Save Children. 

The Constitution has more than 
once alluded to the great work being 
done by the Georgia Industrial home 
at Macon. Noother charitable institu- 
tion in the state fills or attempts to 
fill the field eccupied by this one. It 
is unique in its character and in its 
work, and it strongly appeals to every 
thinking man and woman in Georgia. 

The Constitution has watched with 
pride and interest its growth, and we 
confidently look to see the day ar- 
rive when the state itself will extend 
its substantial aid, or, perhaps, take 
it under its fostering wing; for, cer- 
tainly no institution supported by the 
people’s money is doing a grander or 
more practical work for the future of 
Georgia. 

The Georgia Industrial home is lo- 
cated five miles north of Macon on a 
farm of 200 acres. It was established 
a little over four years ago by a min- 
ister of the Methodist church, Rey. W. 
E. Mumford, who had resolved to de- 
vote the remainder of his life to sav- 
ing the outcast children of Georgia. 
Starting with only this idea as its 
capital stock, dependent solely upon 
faith in God and humanity, through 
non-sectarian private aid, it is now in 
possession of property representing 
an expenditure of about $30,000 and is 
caring for over one hundred and thir- 
ty otherwise hopelessly destitute chil- 
dren and training them to habits of 
industry. Its success is the highest 
tribute to those who manage it. It 
cares for children of unfortunate pa- 
rents from every section of Georgia 
and has no state aid or organized 
help. 

The fonnder, Rev. W. E. Mumford, 
appeals to the people of Georgia to 
give these children a day’s income 
and suggests Saturday, May 2, as the 
day. The home’s existence, as he 
shows, represents a pathetic financial 
struggle and the object for which it 
exists appeals loudly to the best im- 
puises of the human heart. Those 
who labor in office, store, shop or 
field are earnestly asked to remember 
this holy. cause on Saturday next. A 
United States judge gives one day’s 
salary every year, several mercantile 
firms have given their income for one 
day, so of a number of mechanics and 
professional men. 

The class of children being reached 
by this home, as its founder claims, 
are without a chance from any other 
source of benevolence. The cities of 
Augusia, Savannah, Columbus and At- 
lanta are largely represented among 
the inmates. There is a Savannah 
cottage at the home and money is be- 
ing raised to build a Columbus cot- 
tage there.

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Race Suicide and Baptisms. 

Although the Dutch Reformed 
church is known to but a small cor- 
ner of the union, it is an important 
denomination, historically and from 
a standpoint of wealth and social in- 
fluence. All the aristocratic Vans of 
New York belong by present member- 
ship or colonial antecedents to this 
solid old church, not to omit our Dutch 
president himself. 

The classis of this denomination 
met recently at Jersey City, in con- 
junction with the German Evangelical 
church. One of the live themes of 
discussion was “race suicide,” and to 
prove that there is ground for the 
charge that paternity and maternity 
are being shunned by American men 
and women, some baptismal statistics 
were submitted by the classis. The 
pastor of the Bergen Reformed church, 
one of the oldest and wealthiest 
churches in the country, reported that 
the 402 families of his congregation 
had brought but nineteen infants to 
be baptized during the past year, a 
number practically representing the 
birth rate of the congregation, for 
communicants of the Dutch Reformed 
church strictly adhere to the chris- 
tening ceremony. Another pastor of 
an exclusive New York ¢hurch re 
ported but seventeen infants baptized 
out of a membership of 360. Another 
had baptized but two out of 123 fam- 
ilies. From the _ reports of seven 
churches whose membership repre- 
sented 1,521 families, it was shown 
that but ninety-five infants had been 
baptized during the year—one infant 
to sixteen families.

SOME RECENT DECISIONS 
IN. OTHER SUPREME COURTS 


CONSTITUTIONAL LAWAMUNICIPAL | 
‘FUEL PLANTS. © '* 

An application was recently made to 
the justices’ of the supreme judicial court 
of Massachusetts for an opinion on the 
constitutionality of a house bill designed 
to authorize the municipal corporations 
of the state to establish and maintain 
wood and. coal yards at which the people 
could be supplied with fuel. In the main 
the answers were adverse to the valiidity 
of the measures proposed. See 66 North- 
eastern Rep., 25. In view of the recent 
establishment of municipal fuel yards. by 
many of our cities, the opinion of the 
Massachusetts court is interesting. In 
one part of the opinion the court says: 
“If men of property, owning coal and 
wood yards, should be compelled to pay 
taxes for the establishment of a rival coal 
yard by a city er town, to furnish coa} at 
cost, they would De thus forced to make 
contributions of money for their own im- 
poverishment.”’ 


SAVINGS BANKS—PAYMENT 
WRONG PARTY. 

A bank issued a pass book to a deposi- 
tor, in which there was printed the fol- 
lowing by-laws: “As the officers of this 
institution may be unable to identify 
every depositor transacting business at 
the bank, the institution will not be re- 
sponsible for loss sustained when the de- 
positor has not given notice of his book 
being stolen or lost, If such book be paid 
in whole or in part on presentment.”’ The 
bank made payments, first, to a person 
who falsely personated the plaintiff; and 
second, upon orders to which plaintiff's 
signature was forged, the pass book being 
presented in each case. The bank did 
not have the plaintiff's signature upon 
any book so that it could be easily and 
speedily referred to for the purpose of 
comparison. Plaintiff sued for the 
amount of these payments, and it was 
held that he could recover. 52 Atlantic 
Rep. (Maine) 1012.

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ONDON, April 17.—(Special Corre- 

spondence.)—‘‘I’m that nigh dead 

beat an’ dog tired I kin feel my 
knees playin’ this yere fool game of ping 
pong you see so much about in the 
newspapers.’’ This from the sheriff of 
south Georgia, as he stumbled wearily 
into the place which we are making our 
London home. ‘You-ali kin jest cut me 
out of the next dance ‘cause I’m sho’ 
goin’ in an’ write to Biil Brewster anh’ 
rest my eyes, I sho ant.’’ 

We are stopping just at this immediate 
present at the Fox and Hounds, a little 
ways off High Holborn. Miller, a New 
York artist, is still with us, and we find 
that the only way to see London is to 
go and live in that portion of the city 
you wish to atudy. At present we are 
between the Church of the Holy Cloak 
and St. Giles-in-the-fields. The sheriff 
is not a high church man. In fact, ac- 
cording to his own story he is not a 
church man at all, although he goes now 
and then ‘‘jest often enough to keep the 
folks at home quieted an’ to keep from 
havin’ to cross the road every time you 
see the preacher comin’.” 

‘But of what he thinks of the beauti- 
ful service at St. Paul’s Cathedral! shall 
be written later. As for Georgia's repre- 
sentation in the great British museum, I 
am going to do just what no one should, 
copy his letter, leaving out, of course, 
such portions as are purely personal. 

‘Dear Friend Bill: I reckon I am sure 
the most miserable man in this here con- 
darned county seat of the British em, 
pire. I'd sure put it stronger but for 
the chance of this falling tn the hands of 
women folks. But don’t you let it. Bill, 
I wouldn’t tet a preacher bring my little 
sister a Bible from this here settlement 
of sin ahd iniquity..

Unless you've got stacks of money, ‘just a 
bloody, blooming lot of quids and quids, 
me boy,’ (ain’t that fierce?) you might 
just as well go down to the river and 
jump in, far as I can s€e. As for bring- 
ing up children, I'd strangle em first. 
They just live in the streets and you ll 
find the whole family standing. up at one 
of the saloons, ‘pubs’ they call them, 
drinking with a young girl waiting on 
them. No country ain’t much in my mind 
where the girls can’t be poor and good at 
the same time. They may be some in 
London, but there’s so many of the other 
kind it seems mighty hard to find ‘em, 
and I’ve seen so many of these ready- 
‘made complexions, that I’m just natu- 
rally pining to see @ girl with one of the 
come-and-go kind God gave em, and they 
grow up within Georgia.

Boston, April 2—-Edward D. McVey, of 
Lowell, one of-the attorneys who assited

DEATH OF OLDEST 
“ALABAMA. WOMAN 


Mrs, Marsyila Keith Dies at 
Age of IG 


She Had Lived in Three Centuries and 
Moved to Alabama When There 
Were but Few White People 
in the State, but Many 
Savage Indians. 


” 


Montgomery, Ala., April. 29.—(Special.)— 
Mrs,: Marsylla Keith, the oldest pergon in 
the state of Alabama, died this morning 
at the age of 116, at the residence of J.’ 
D. Long, 406 Herron street. 

Mrs; -Keith- had been bedridden for 
about six years and weighed only about 
forty pounds at the time of her death. 
Yesterday afternoan she complained of a 
pain around her heart. Her daughter, 
Mrs. M. Rebworth, saw that something 
was wrong and immediately doctored 
her and by nightfall Mrs, Keith was rest- 
ing easy. 

About 5 o’clock this morning Mrs. Peb- 
worth. arose for breakfast and went im- 
mediately to see her mother. She could 
see then that the end was near. From 
that time on Mrs. Keith never uttered 
& word and expired at 5:30 o’clock. 

On March 7 the 116th birthday of the 
aged lady was celebrated with ceremonies 
by the Rev. W. M. Crawford, of the Cum- 
berland Presbyterian church. 

Mrs. Keith was born in Darlington, 8. 
C., in _ 1787. She descended from the 
Scotch settlers who came over to America 
during colonia] times. At the age of 15 
she moved with her parents to what is 
now Montgomery, where she was married 
to James Keith, at the age of 16. A few 
years after her marriage Mrs. Keith and 
her husband moved to Butler county and 
came back to Montgomery in 1853, where 
she has lived ever since. Mrs. Keith was 
one of the earliest settlers in Alabama. 

She came here when the people were 
few, and’ it took all they coulds do to 
fight off the Indians and grow enough to 
keep them alive. Hence her education 
was limited by circumstances, although 
she had a bright mind to the end of her 
life. 

At one time she was in the possession 
of a family tree, which showed her line 
of descent without a fault, but she lost 
the valuable family relic in a fire, which 
occurred a number of years ago; hence 
now it would be only guesswork to try to 
trace her ancestry. 

James Keith, her husband, died in 1862, 
at the age of 84. 

Mrs. Keith has lived in the admirfistra- 
tion of every president of the. United 
States down to the pregent time, and has 
also lived in three centuries—1700, 1800 and 
1900. 

Mrs. Keith had thirteen children, four 
of whom are now living. The living ones 
are Jeremiah Edmund Keith, Mrs. M. 
Pebworth and Mrs. M. O'Donnell, of 
Montgomery, and J. @. Keith, of Bir- 
mirg@am, 

The grandchildren are so scattered. and 
numerous that no accurate éstimate can 
now be made of the number. Twenty 
ereat-grandchildren have been enumer- 
atcd. Mrs. Keith had two great-great- 
grandchildren, the children of Jack Tally, 
whose wife was a Miss Ella Keith, the 
great-grandchild of the deceased. 

The funeral will take place from the 
residence of J. D. Long, 406 Herron' street, 
tomorrow afternoon at 3 o'clock.

Objection Raised Ta Wale ros 
ing Sims’ Indictment 


Hoke Smith Will Assist District At- 


torney in Prosecuting Other 
Charges Against Defaulter. 
Think He Has Money 
Hidden Away. 


Tnexpected developments have taken 
place i nthe case of .G. H. Sims, and he 
may be further prosecuted, . - 

The directors of the Capital City bank 
believe that he has not accounted for all 
the money he stole. They also think that, 
unless he does disclose the hiding place of 
the funds believed to be still where he can 
get them, he ought to have a longer sen- 
tence than six years. 

It wa supposed on Tuesday, when the 
young defaulter plead guilty to embez- 
zling the full amount faken from the 
bank—over $94,000— that his case was 
ended, but fie Bank officials believe he 
still has stolen money in his control, and 
so they wilf demand the prosecution of 
several statutory charges against. him. 

There is a possibility that if Sims has 


thls money in hiding, he may tell where 
it is if threatened with a longer sentence. 


Eleven Indictments. 

When the young man's case was pre- 
sented to the feaéval grand jury, Assist- 
ant District Attorney Bell, in charge of 
the prosecution, had eleven indictments 
drawn up, .on each of which the gyand 
jury found a true bill, One of the indict- 
ments was what is known as an ‘“‘omni- 
bus” bill, and charged Sims with embez- 
zling over $94,000 from the Capital City 
National bank. The ottf@ér ten charged 
altering his books to deceive the bank of- 
ficials and other specific acts, all incident 
to the general crime of embezzlement. 

The first indictment was intended to 
cover the whole case, and to this Sims 
pleaded guilty the next day—lost Tuesday. 
At the time he appeared in court it was 
suggested that he fpread to all the indict- 
ments, but later decided that he had, in 
effect, plead guilty to them all by pe 
ing to the general, or omnibus, bill. T ie 
sentence was thought to have closed the 
case, and Mr. Bell announced that he 
would nolle. pross the other bills, which 
were intended merely 4s detailed pleading 
upon all evidence which might be ad- 
mitted should Sims demand a trial.

Woman After Roosevelt. 

Just as the carriage started, a middle- 
aged. woman rushed through the line of 
Officers, wildly waving her handkerchief 
and vweriferously cheering the’ president. 
She attempted to reach in and seize his 
hand, but the quickening pace of: the 
horses prevented, and although she ran 
ifter the vehicle, still cheering and wav- 
ing her handkerchief for the distance of 
half a block, she was finally distanced 
and lost in the crowd. 

The military companies and a platoon of 
police had been waiting two blocks away, 
and as soon as the line of carriages ap- 
peared & slower march was taken up to 
cover the 3 miles to Odeon hall. People 
were congregaf@d- along the streets and 
wildly cheering as‘the president passed.

“First—That the building of roads 
in the United States is now paramount 
to national prosperity and commercial 
supremacy. 

“Second—That we recommend the har- 
monious cooperation. of the township, 
county, state and national governments 
in the furtherance of this great end. 

“Third—That the association betleves 
that the appropriations heretofore made 
for the building of railroads, canals and 
the improvements of rivers and harbors 
has been wise and beneficial. but an ap- 
propriat tion for the improvement of our 
highways has now become necessary to 
extend the blessings of intelligence and 
to promote a high order of citizensip 
among all classes of people and to meet 
the ever-growing necessities of the agri- 
cultural ‘interests. 

“Fourth—That we recommend the es- 
tablishment throughout the United States 
of a complete and perfect organization’ 
from the nation down to the township. 
which organizations shall so overlap 
other and make a complete national asso- 
clation.”

It is a sad story, and one which brings |

A BOOK CHANGED HIS LIFE. 


Professor Mason Has Devoted His 


Life to Study of Aborigines. 


Washington Times: Professor. Otis Tuf- 
ton Mason, curator of the division of 
ethnology and acting curator of the deé- 
partment of anthropology of the national 
museum, furnishes a remarkable instance 
of how @ man’s life may be changed by 
the merest accident. 

Professor Mason is 6 years old and 
a native of Virginia. He was educated 
at Columbia university in Washington. 
He followed no special line of study and 
had not the slightest idea of what he 
would make of himself, but was rather 
inclined to think that We would 
be a doctor or surveyor. 

While in this uncertain state of mind 


his father’s house was vistied by a trav- | 


eling lumber dealer, who, when he went. 
away, accidentally left a copy of a physi- 
cal geography, which was one of the 
first to go into the relation between the 
history of the earth and history of man- 
kina, ihe future professor read the 
book simply to Kill a few idle hours, be- 
came thoroughly absorbed in the subject 
and from that day to this, a period of 
forty-five years, has been constantly en- 
gaged im “*ncing Te history of mankind. 

Professor Mason’s first specialty was 
the relation between the physical condi- 
tions of biblical lands and the history and 


character of the various races which have | 


ruled them. in order to perfect himself 
for the work. he mastered the Oriental 
languages, becoming se proficient in them. 
that he delivered lectures on comparative 
philology, as well as on the History of 
Palestine. 
The young enthusiast rg gee he 
had found his proper nich ‘fife as an 
UOrientalist when’ he chaftced to meet 
Professor Henry, of the Smithsonian in- 
stitution. Professor Henry listened care- 
fully to his descriptions of the delights 
of delving in the’ lore of the east, and, 
placing his hand on Professor Mason 
shoulder, said: a ® cs

t first. Rand. The 
at your isposa? ‘consists of 
copies of pictures, while the European 
Savants have a vast supply of original 
specimens. Give up the histery of the 
east and devote yourself to the history of 
mankind in your own country, a subject 
worthy of your best efforts, and which 
will allow you to base your opinions upon 
personal observation.” 

It was a hard blow to be advised to 
abandon the studies which had been 
pursued so assiduously, but Professor 
Mason appreciated the wisdom of the re- 
marks, and started life all over again as 
a student of American aborigines. His 
work for some thirty years now is de- 
scribed by himself as: 

‘The history of invention. How the 
forces and materials of the earth have 
gradually been domesticated by man- 
kind. The history of thought as written 
in things.’ 

He began by rearranging the anthro- 
pological collection in the national mu- 
seum, under the direction of Professor 
Henry and with this as a basis took up 
the history of the American aborigines 
and their arts. He has become the fore- 
most man in his specialty, and his word 
is accepted as decisive upon all matters 
pertaining to prehistoric America. 

Professor Mason has specialized his spe- 
cialty,. by paying particular attention to 
the baSketmaking of Indians of the past 
and present. He is now engaged upon a 
comprehensive review of the subject 
which, when printed, will be one of the 
most beautiful and earefully illustrated 
works ever published by the govern- 
ment.

Porto Rico 's Atoused Over 
~ the Smuggling Scandals, 


“High-Handed Policy” of Washing- 
ton Government in Aiding the 
Smugglers Is Bitterly Re- 
sented by the Islanders. 
Change of Front. 


Washington, April 29.—(Special.)—As 
was predicted when the smuggling scan- 
dals in Porto Rico first developed, the 
interference of the administration with 
the insular courts in the effort to lib- 
erate army and navy officers against 
whom charges had been filed, the whole 
island is aroused at what it terms the 


“high handed” policy of the Washington | 


government. Unofficial advices received 
here describe the situation as serlous and 
one which, without careful handling, will 
develop into an unbridgable schism be- 
tween the natives and the “Americans. 

What the Porto Ricang object to in the 
conduct of the cases against the army 
@nd navy officers charged with smug- 
gling liquors through the custom house 
at San Juan for use in their club, is the 
absolute change of front of the adminis- 
tration in the matter. When the charges 
were first filed, Secretary Shaw announced 
they would be pushed to the limit and 
that no compromise of the cases against 
the army and navy officers would be ac- 
cepted by the Washington authorities. 
He so advised Collector of Customs 
Crugen at San Juan and District Attorney 
Pettingill, who had been most active in 
collecting evidence to be submitted to 
the grand jury. 

Judge Holt, before whom the case was 
called, told the grand jury that they 
would have the sympathy of the authort- 
ties in Washington in seeing that abso- 
lute justice was done regardless of the 
parties involved: The grand jury went 
ahead and brought in true bills against 
a wWumber of officers. 

Origin of Trouble. 

Then the trouble began. Attorney Gen- 
era] Knox, after a conference with Sec- 
taries Moody and Root, sent a long cabie- 
gram to District Attorney Pettingill at 
San Juan to this effect: 

“Dismiss pending proceedings in smug- 
gling cases and present no new cases to 
grand jury unless otherwise directed here- 
after. Report fully by mail the nature 
and status of all said cases.’’ 

It seems that when this ecablegram was 
published in San Juan the greatest indig- 
nation was aroused'among Porto Ricans. 
Severe criticisms of the president of the 
United States and the attorney general 
“What right has 
the president of the United States or any 
member of his cabinet,’’ it was asked, 
“dictate to a grand jury, properly im- 
panelled, whom it shall indict and whom 
it shalf not indict? Such a grand jury 
is supreme in its sphere. It is guperior 
tc the court itself in this respect. The 
grand jury has the right and it is its 
duty in some cases to return indictments 
against persons, although the district at- 
torney has furnished the jury with no in- 
formation upon the subject. It is not 
necessary for any one to lay before the 
jury the facts which constitute the 
crime." 

Cogent as th® arguments appear they 
did not avail. From information obtained 
from a high official it is learned that 
Governor Hunt himself came to the res- 
cue of the army and navy officers under 
charges and delivered an ultimatum to 
the “subordinate officials’ for the ai- 
leged ‘‘insubordination,’’ 

This, however, was not until the grand 


@| jury had filed the following vigorous com- 


munication to Judge Holt: 
“May it please the court, there has 


come to the knowledge of the grand jury 
a certain case of smuggling, and about 
which we have asked the district attor- 
ney. The district attorney has refused 
to bring the matter before us, alleging 
certain instructions. We now ask the 
judge if the grand jury has the right to 
know of that case, in spite of the refusal 
cf the district attorney to bring it before 
us; Or if we have not the right?’ 

Judge Holt replied with the statement 
that not even the president of the Tinited 
States himself has the slightest authority 
to control the action of the grand jury, 
though he might exercise his pardoning 
power even in advance of indictment. 
“If you believe,’’ Judge Holt continued, 
“that any one has given any instructions 
which tend to prevent you from making 
the fullest investigation as to thé com 
mission of crimes against the United 
States, and from returnimg an indictment 
against the accused if the evidence war- 
rants it, then you should be inspired with 
additional determinatton’ to do your duty. 
The moment the courts are deprived of 
criminal jurisdiction. their independence 
is gone.” E
